In order to reduce 
Us risk to a minimum it makes a business 
of keeping landlords informed as to the 
standing of tenants, and for a consideration 
they are supplied with information which 
often enables them to keep undesirable 
tenants out of their houses. 


State University. 


The prospect for the University for the 


ensuing year is very encouraging. Almost 
all the old students will return, and many 
new ones have signified their intention of 
entering this year. Almost every county 
in the State will be represented, and many 
towns that have never before had students 
in the institution will have a good showing 
this year. 


The University is no longer an experi- 


ment; it is an established institution that 
the State 'in y well be proud of. There is 
no need foe Nevada to send her young men 
and women outside of the State in order to 
give them an education. There is not a 
school on the coast that offers better ad- 
vantages for the student than does the 
University of Nevada. A great deal of 
money has been expended, not only by 
the State itself bat by the United States 
Government as well, and every department 
is furnished complete throughout. 


The new building for the Mining De 


partment will be completed about October 
1st. It is a three story brick with base- 
ment, and when completed will cost about 
$8,000. It will be furnished throughout 
with assaying appliances, chemical labora- 
tories and everything necessary to aid in 
teaching a student to become a thorough 
and practical mining engineer. 
Improve- 


ment seems to be the order ot everything 
connected with the University. The dor- 
mitory has been placed in complete order, 
and students oan find the best of room and 
board under the direction of a professor 
for the very moderate sum of $4 50 per 
week. In the main building about 300

University 'Weather Service. 


After September 1st (he University will 


receive the weather forecasts each da; 
direct from the central weather station in 
San Francisco, and a flag will float from 
the main building, which will indicate 
what the weather is to be for the next 
twenty-four hours. For the benefit of the 
public we give a description of the various 
flags and their signification. 
No. 1 is 


white, and means clear or fair weather; 
No. 2 is blue, and indicates raiu or suow; 
No, 8 ia a black triangular flag, and is 
merely a temperature signal; No. 4, white 
with black square in center, signifies a 
cold wave; No. 3 is a sapplimentary flag, 
and is used with No. I and 2, indicating 
•whether the temperature is higher or 
lower. 
If the temperature will tie higher 


it is placed above the main flig; if lower, 
it is placed underneath. 


These weather predictions may not al- 


ways come true, but in tun main they can 
be relied upon, for from 75 to 90 per cent, 
of all productions from the Government 
stations come to pass. 
The science of the 


weather ia comparatively new, but the 
progress that has been made in the past 
few years is wonderful. 
It is only it mat 


ter of time when the weather •will be fore- 
told with absolute ceitainty.

FROM A CONVICTS VIEW. 


An Outcast Tolls or Utimiccessful Effort* 


to Lend tin Honorable Life. 


Among a number of depraved looking 


characters who were arraigned in the 
Tombs police court for sentence on vari- 
ous charges, from burglary to felonious 
assault, I noticed particularly one refined 
looking young fellow who, despite bia 
ragged attire, appeared to be out of place 
fn the prisoners' pen, 


His features were delicate and clearly 


defined, with none of the sullen, servile 
appearance that is usually one of the 
chief characteristics of a criminal's coun- 
tenance. His eyes were large and clear, 
his forehead high, while his chin and 
mouth denoted high spirit and an ab- 
normally sensitive disposition. 


He occupied a seat as far distant from 


hia fellow unfortunates in crime as 
the burly court officers would permit. 
His eyes were cast on the floor, and from 
his dejected appearance it was obvious 
that he felt keenly his position. 


I engaged him in conversation, and 


years will not remove from memory the 
fierce bitterness with which he reviewed 
nis unsuccessful attempts to secure hon- 
orable employment after tho first convic- 
tion for some trifling crime. 


"My name," said he, in answer to my 


question, "what do you want •with it? 
To publish it so that those who have 
sent me here this time will know how 
well their prejudice did its work? 


"Well, Thomas will do —Charles 


Thomas. That is what I am called now. 
[t is not my real name. I have a few 
relatives and I respect them, They have 
moved from where they lived when 1 
was first sent away—gone to a new 
home to escape my shame—that is why 
I'm Thomas." 


There is no criminal so hardened but 


what he will cherish somewhere behind 
his rough exterior a tender thought of a 
past association—a friend, perhaps, or 
probably a sister. For that reason when 
Thomas turned away his head I remain- 
ed silent 
1 thought 1 distinguished a 


suspicious moisture hi his eyes, but 1 
may have been mistaken. 


"It is very easy to start," he continued, 


'but once started you cannot stop. Peo- 
ple will not let you 


"With a crowd of companions one day 


I drank inore than 1 could stand. A 
quarrel followed and 1 stabbed one fel- 
low with my penknife. I was arrested, 
tried and convicted and sentenced to 
Sing Sing for three years. 


"That was enough for me, and when 


I camo back 1 tried to start over again. 
I secured employment as a driver, 
I 


had been a clerk in a building material 
dealer's yard on West Thirtieth street. 1 
had no trouble, worked hard and was 
complimented by my employer. Then 1 
noticed that my associates began to 
avoid me. 
Two or three would get to- 


gether, point at me and talk about me in 
an undertone. 


"Finally, one day tho proprietor came 


to me imd sni-1, 'Thomas, i have no 
fault to find with you; you have worked 
faithfully and hard, but the other men 
say you have been a convict and that 
they will leave if you don't. I will have 
to discharge you, although J am sorry.' 
He gave mo two weeks' wages and I had 
to leave. 


"I tried again with a like result. Then, 


in desperation, I robbed n store and was 
sent away again. 


"Yon wanted to know, mister, howl 


got hern, well, that's how. 


"I'm going to Sing Sing for burglary, 


and when 1 get out I'll probably go back 
for the bituie crime.

"A man who haa not been unfortunate 


won't work svi'h me.

and bo respectable. No self respecting 
woman would have me. 


"Go where I'm not known? Tea, I
